Applicants agree that claims 10-32 are allowable. During a telephone interview with the 
undersigned attorney on or about December 8, 2004, applicants agreed to amend dependent claim 
30. However, applicants respectively disagree with the statement in the Reason's for Allowance 
implying that certain of the medicinal materials deleted from claim 30 could not come from a 
patient. The Examiner's Amendment deleted drugs, analgesic compounds, antibacterial 
compounds, antifungal compounds, anti-inflammatories, antiparasitic compounds, antiviral 
compounds, anticancer compounds, enzyme inhibitors, glycoproteins, glucocorticosteroids, 
immunomodulators, immunoglobulins, minerals, neuroleptics, lipoproteins, tumoricidal 
compounds, tumorstatic compounds, toxins, carbohydrates and starches from claim 30. As
